Duty Abroad Xot Ended 


The congress of the United States 


has imposed upon the Red Cross a 
continuing responsibility abroad by 
authorizing the secretary of war to 
transfer to the American Red Cross 
such surplus army medical supplies 
and supplementary and dietary fo-od 
stuffs now in Europe as shall not be 
required by the army, to be used by 
the Red. Cross to relieve the distress 
which continues in certain countries 
of Europe as a result of the war. 


"To finance these operations, to 


conclude work which was begun dur- 
ing the war, and to carry out some 
comparatively inexpensive construc- 
tive plans for assisting peoples in 
eastern Europe to develop their own 
welfare organizations, the American 
Red Cross requires, In addition to 
membership fees, a sum of money 
small in comparison with gifts pour- 
ed into its treasury by our generous 
people during the war.

' Rome, Sunday, Oct. 26.—Newton's 
theory of gravitation 
has been at- 
tacked' 
by 
Prof. 
Maiorna, 
who 


speaking- before a meeting- of prom- 
inent, scientists here today declared 
the results of experiments he had 
performed upset the hitherto accept- 
ed laws of physics governing the mo- 
tions of celestlcal bodies. 
Newton's theory, 
while .hitherto 
considered absolute, 
is only an ap- 
proximate hypothesis, according, to 
Professor Maiorna. who supports this 
assertion by showing'that a ball of 
lead floating in 
mercury 
becomes 


slightly lighter. 
From this the professor, deduces 


four things: 
First, that bodies have both a true 
i,.nd an apparent muss, the true ma-ss 
of the sun .being double Ihcj appar- 
ent mass. 
Second, that the stars aU.ra.ct other 


bodies with forces entirely different 
from those thus far admitted to ex- 
ist.Third, that the solar heat of stars

Not only should a'state law be enacted but the city

It is one 


' of the main thoroughfares of the city and with the

The use of saccharin in place of sugar, which many 


housewives are being tempted to resort to in these days 
of sugar shortage, may involve menace to the health, 
and therefore is to be condemned, according to special- 


- ists in tho bureau" oE chemistry of the United States de- 
partment 'of agriculture. In most cases housewives 
have turned to this substance in their emergency, be- 
cause they do not understand that saccharin is a harm- 
ful drug:-to consider it a harmless, healthful^substitute 
for sugar is absolutely false, say the government's 
chemists. 


Tho department of agriculture'has received a, num- 


ber of Inciuirlcs from housewives in the last few days 
v concerning the properties of saccharin, and in every 


caao It has answered by condemning the use of the 
druff'for cooking purposes. It calls attention to the fact 
that tho bureau of chemistry IB now aiding in the pros- 
ecution of a large St. Louis concern which makes sac- 
charin for violation of tlic food and drugs act.

been added to the food which may render it deleterious 
to he.akh, -It also regards it as adulterated in that u.

Army Prisons Remake Men 


By FREDERIC. J. HASKIN, Director

Washing-ton, Dw C., Oct. 27 — A 
man who has received a. life sentence 
at the ,hands "of a court mavttdl may 
be restored to the colors in good 
standing within a year by the sys- 
tem of "salvaging:" offenders which 
is now followed in the military pris- 
ons in this country. 
This is the answer which the of- 


ficers In charge of 
these 
prisons 


make to the accusation that court 
martial sentences are 
unduly 
long 


and hard. 
A sentence in a, military 


prison Is a tentative sentence. It may 
be shortened, not only by the man's 
good conduct as in other prisons, but 
as a result. o£ a study of the man's 
mental and physical condition and 
his record as a soldier and as a 
civilian. 
' ' 
The army no longer aims to pun- 


ish its offenders, but to make the 
best possible use of them as human 
material. 
In iCs "disciplinary bar- 


racks," as the military 
prisons arc 


now called, , it has 
definitely aban- 


doned the punitive method for tho 
reconstructive. 
The methods followed 
in 
these 


prisons, as described by the officers 
in charge of-them, are thoroughly 
modern. 
They are based upon the 


most recent discoveries in psychia- 
tary and penology. 
Some . of 
the 


ideas that have been worked out by 
the army might profitably be applied 
In civilian prisons. 


Army Method Outlined 


This article is not based upon a 


•study of. the prisons themselves, but 
is merely an outline of the army 
method, based upon 
an 
interview 


with an officer of experienced 
It is necessary to explain to the 


layman, in the .tlrst place that th.ere 
are three types ot military prisons 
in this country. The government has 
three disciplinary barracks, one at 
Fort iJeavenworth. one at Alcatraz. 
Calif., and one at Governor's Island, 
New York. To these prisons are sent 
the purely military offenders, such 
as men who have disobeyed orders, 
gone to sleep on duty, or been ab- 
sent without leave or have deserted. 
Here also, are sent those guilty of 
minor crimes 
and 
misdemeanors, 


such, as fighting-, drunkenness and 
petty theft. 
It is In these disciplin- 


ary barracks that the reconstructive 
method of handling prisoners finds 
its fullest use. 
The gover.ime.nt has three peni- 


tentiaries, one at Leaver worth, one 
at Atlanta, and one at McNeil Island, 
near Tacoraa, Wash. To these insti- 
tutions are sent the men in the ser- 
vice who are felons—those who are 
convicted of murder, grand larcency, 
and other crimes of the more serious 
character. 


Barracks for Enemy Aliens 


In addition to these two classes of 


prisons, the government has three 
war* prison barracks,-where interned 
enemv aliens.and a few prisoners of 
war have been held. 
Most of these 


have now been deported, and these 
prisons are no longer an important 
part of the system. In all, the army 
has'now about 3,500 general pris- 
oners i n - t h e disciplinary barracks 
and about 850 in .the federal peni- 
tentiaries. 
When a man in the military ser- 


vice of the United States is convicted 
of an offense, and sent. to the dis- 
ciplinary barra'cks, he. is first of all 
given a thorough examination, .ment- 
al 
physical, and psychiatrical. . I f 


he is feeble-minded, neurotic, or in- 
sane- or if some organic ' disease is 
responsible for his trouble, this ex- 
amination 
is., designed to 
discovei 


the trouble. 
•- 
. 
, 
The man is then asked for the ad- 


dresses of persons who know him, 
preferably of men for whom he has 
worked. 
A form letter is sent to 
each of these, asking certain ques- 
tions about the man. 
Similar letters 


are sent to the officers ot the com- 
panv in wbicli he served. 
Thus be- 


fore" a man has been many weeks in 
the disciplinary barracks, the officers 
in charge have a pretty thorough 
knowledge ot him. If he is a norm- 
al man who has been driven to crime 
by some accident of fate °v, envir°n- 
ment the examination of. him will 
reveal his normality and his record 
as a civilian will corroborate the ex- 
amination. 
1C a -nervous 
break- 


down is responsible for his trouble, 
the doctors will scarcely fail to as- 
certain the fact and prescribe the 
riff lit treatment. 
If, on the other 
hand he is a case-of dementia prao- 
cox who could probably never make 
an adjustment either to military, or 
civilian 
life, "his diagnosis, coupled 


with his record, will reveal the fact, 
and he may be sent to the govern- 
ment asylum. 


DnfA Slay Bring- Clemency 
The data gathered by this study of 


.the man and his record is sent to the 
reviewing office along with the rest 
of the facts abotflT the case. 
Oil the 
strength of this data, the reviewing 
•officer may recommend clemency. A 
man. sentenced to the penitentiary 
mayf.be remanded to the disciplinary 
barracks instead.1 


Furthermore, this record will de- 


termine the treatment o£ the man in 
the disciplinary barracks, 
for 
the 


prisoners are'divided into two'classes- 
One of these classes is known as the 
"numbered men," while the .other 
constitutes 
the 
^disciplinary bat- 


talion." 
The, numbered 
men 
are 
those 


whose records indicate that it.would 
probably be useless to try to restore 


them to active service, at least for 
the time being. Their occupation in 
prison is to work and to go to school. 
If illiterate they are taught to read 
and write. 
They are also taught 
trades.. Every effort is made to fit 
them to take a place in civilian life. 
After a man has been in "numbers" 
for a while, he may 
be 
given 
a. 


chance in the disciplinary battalion. 
He may. for example have been a 
drug addict, and have conquered his 
vice in the prison. 
Or he may h'ave 


been a nervous wreck, and have re- 
covered. 
The disciplinary battalion 
Is the 


crux of- the system. 
It is at once a 


training and a test of a. man's flt- 
•ness. 
This battalion is- organized 
like 


any other battalion. It has its own 
barracks and its own mess. II. drills 
hard and regularly. 
The discipline 


in it is very severe—much more so 
than in the regular military organi- 
zation. Yet the man is allowed some 
freedom. 
If he lacks self-control 


and cannot stand freedom, the dis- 
ciplinary battalion will 
prove 
the 


fact. 
After three months in the dis- 


ciplinary battalion a man may" be 
recommended for restoration to ac- 
tive duty—-or he. may be sent back 
to numbers as unfit for military pur- 
poses. 


Thus the man sent to a military 


prison, instead of facing " a 
long, 


hopeless sentence which deadens the 
mind, is given the boon or opportun- 
ity. 
Injustice is reduced to a min- 


imum. If a man of ability and char- 
acter gets into the disciplinary bar- 
racks, he may work his way out in a 
few months, even though sentenced 
for twenty years, and he may learn 
something useful 
while 
he 
is in 


prison. 


Valuable Training Gained 


It has been found that about one- 


eighth of the men sentenced to dis- 
ciplinary barracks are restored to 
duty (hrousli the agency of the dis- 
ciplinary battalion. 
Many of them 


gain valuable vocational training. 


Until recently, no ' attempt 
was 


rna-ie to salvage the m;m who is con- 
victed of a felony and sentenced to a 
federal penitentiary. 
In 
the 
first 


pla'ee, such a man is more tfian apt 
to be abnormal. 
Furthermore—and 


this is the important consideration 
from' the army viewpoint—a 
man 
who has served, a term for a felony 
is not a desirable member of a mil- 
itary organization. A thief never has 
been and never will be tolerated in 
a military company. 
Such a man 


always has been driven out by the 
enlisted men themselves. 
The army 


is always striving to raise its char- 
acter in the public estimation, so 
that young men of good family and 
ability will enlist. 
Men who have 


committed serious crimes are there- 
fore not wanted in the ranks. 
Nevertheless, it was felt that jus- 


tice demanded that even t h e - felon 
should have his chance. 
Within the 
past year, a board has been app'oint- 
ed to" examine every military prison- 
er in the federal penitentiaries. This 
examination, like that ofr the man 
sent to a disciplinary barracks, is 
mental, physical 
and 
psyciatrical, 


and 
includes 
also a- study of the 


man's record. It is made by a board 
of three officers, one of whom is an 
officer of the line, while t,he other 
two are medical men. at least one of 
them being a psychiatrist. 
These examinations are now being- 


made It is too early to judge results. 
But this method will surely bring 
hope and opportunity to a few men 
who deserve them. - 
All of this goes to show that the 


popular idea of a military prison as 
a place where men are severely pun- 
ished, where re,d tape and ancient 
precedent rule,, is wrong. 
The army 


is. doing its best to apply science and. 
justice in its handling- of delinquents.

alysis of t h e part of the body whose 
brain centers arc involved. Apoplexy 
—also called stroke of paralysis, cer- 
ebral hemorrhage—is a rupture or 
break in a small artery which has 
been made brittle or fragile by dis- 
ease (arteriosclerosis), nnd bleeding 
into brain tissue where il is impossi- 
ble for the surgeon to venture. 


The immediate ofTcet of this ap- 


oplexv is unconsciousness, ihorjgh in 
3 slight stroke (small hemorrhage) j 
there mny be moreiy brief dizziness. : 
the usual after-offect is paralysis of i 
the .half of The body opposite the side 
on which the hemorrhage' lias oc- 
curred. If the right side is paralysed 
(left-sided
